The pol ig the 
month has been somewhat difficult to 
follow, but the likelihood 
of any immediate trouble taking place 
locally. A great deal depends on the 
success or non-success of the operations 
now taking place in the far distant 
eastern and south-eastern provinces. 
‘The local Chinese press has been full of 
information regarding these operations, 
but it is suspected that in more than on 
case news said to have been received by 
telegram has beon deliberately manu- 
factured from political motives. As has 
been said on more than one occasion o 
long as the troops at the principal 
strategic points on the Yangteze remain 
loyal to the presont Government there 
is not likely to be serious trouble in 
Shanghai. 

Daring the month there was one! 
attempt made to do serious injury to 
life and property by bomb throwing. 
‘The Chinese resident of the Settlement 
affected had been asked under veiled 
threats to contribute money to aid in 
the political strife aod had refused, 
Beyond slight injuries to an Indian 
watchman and the breaking of window 
glass nothing further resulted. A large 
number of otber Chinese residents I 
also received threatening letters which 
jn some cases bave been referred to the 
Police for investigation. The Police 
have experienced extraordinary diffical- 
ties in enquiring into these 
those concerned are naturally dis 
to give the fullest information in view 
of the threats contained in the letters. 
‘These attempts to collect money by 
threats were attributed to the notorious 
Chen Chi-mei, and it is interesting to 
note that in an Lae (tm — 
appeared in two disaffected Chinese daily 
newspapers Chen Chi-mei repudiates all 
blame for these attempts to fivance the 

resent revolutionary movement in 
China. His. character whilst in coo- 
coalment and exile must have vastly 
changed, because he adds that only vo- 
Tuntary contributions will be accepted — 
‘a statement which is astonishing when 
it’ is remembered how he kidnapped 
‘and plandered his fellow countrymen 
during the brief period when he held 
command of the soldiery in Shanghai, 

‘There has been a diminution from 
last month of 70 in the total number 
of reports made at the different stations’ 
of larcenies and other forms of theft. 

‘There were eighteen cases of armed 
robbery, seven cases of armed highway 
robbery and three cases of robbery with- 
out arms. Nine arrests were made in 
connexion with the first mentioned, two 
jn connexion with the second, and three 
in connexion with the third. In addi- 
tion thirteen persons were arrested on 
charges of robbery committed in the 
Settlement prior to February 1, rand

Health Officer’s Report 





for February. 

The condition of the Public Health 
continued remarkably good. The Isola- 
tion Hospital has been practically empty. 
‘The remarkable absence of Smallpox 
continues ; but it should not be reason 
for neglecting vaccination : frequent 
sequence to freedom from Smallpox is 
neglect of vaccination with its invariable 
result, a big epidemic and then a rush 
for vaccination. The position as regards 
Plague continues very satisfactory. One 
foreign case only of Typhoid ferer was 
notified but the closely allied Para- 
typhoid infection bas been prevalent. 
‘The manner of infection is the same as 
to say, overy 
short circuit between 
the bowel discharges of one person 
and the mouth of another; and the 
‘means of prevention lie in the intelligent 
observance of the simple rales of the 
Public Health Notice. Apart from 
this a degree of immunity can be 
acquired in the same way as in Typhoid 
fever by the uso of a Paratyphoid Vac- 
cine, In fact, vaccination can be done 
























and this is recommended, especially for 
before they 
have acquired « knowledge of the rules 
of careful living as laid down in the 
Public Health Notice which experience 
of life in China s0 insistently shows to 
be necessary to preserve a reasonable 
dogree of health and comfort in the 
majority of people. Paratyphoid is 
usually a milder and less fatal fever 
than Typhoid fever and lasts a much 
shorter time but may canse very dis- 
agroeable symptoms.
